In the international search report Dl and D2 was considered to 
be relevant prior art, which disclosed the claimed invention - 
None of the cited documents do, however, deal with the problem 
that the Base Station System is unaware of the mobile 
station's capabilities during the ongoing quality of service 
negotiation. The cited documents therefore only represent the 
general state of the art . The cited prior art does not give 
any indication that would lead a person skilled in the art to 
the claimed method, system or apparatus for negotiating 
quality of service. Therefore, the claimed invention is not 
obvious to a person skilled in the art. 

Accordingly, the invention defined in claims 1-30 is novel and 
is considered to involve an inventive step. The invention is 
industrially applicable . 
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
